obeyed. 
Within a short time, it was an­ 
nounced, fines will be imposed for 
letters presented at the postoffices 
addressed to Petrograd. All news­ 
paper dispatches from the city al­ 
ready carry the Leningrad date. 
A number of other cities hare 
sought to honor Lenin’s memory in 
a similar fashion. Simbirsk, the cap­ 
ital of the province where Lenin was 
born, has become Leninsk. The ad­ 
ministration of Ekaterinoslav, nam­ 
ed in honor of Catherine the Great, 
has petitioned to be renamed Lenin- 
slav. In fact, so many similar pe­ 
titions have come to the central 
authorities in Moscow that they have 
announced none will be granted with 
out considerable deliberation.

Persons who think that the care 
af the feet is a matter of secondary 
importance would probably be sur­ 
prised were they to know the num­ 
ber of ailments that have their 
origin in weak and defective feet 
Foot hygiene, moreover, hat not 
been so widely disseminated as 
that which relates to the eyes or 
teeth, and in many cases a patient 
who is supposedly suffering from 
foot or rheumatism is found to 
ave foot trouble aa the real source 
of his affliction. 
I recall the case of a detective 
for one of the large railways. His 
duties were to watch freight cars, 
and obliged him to be upon his 
feet almost constantly during his 
work, exposed to changing climatic 
conditions. 
It was not strange, 
therefore, that when he began to 
feel severe pains in his feet, leas, 
and along the lumbar region of the 
back that he ascribed them to 
rheumatism. They became so se­ 
vere that he was finally obliged to 
give up his work. 
For three

— Min­ 
neapolis m aintained its title of “ Mill 
City” in 1923, during which year 
flour to feed approxim ately 31,000,- 
000 people, or alm ost one-third of 
tho population of the United States, 
was shipped from the mills of the 
city. 
Figures announced by the secre­ 
tary’s 
office of the Cham ber of 
Commerce show th at 54,966 cars, 
or 15,458,740 harries of flour were 
shipped from here during the year 
1923. Using the m illers’ unofficial 
estim ate on half a barrel per capita 
consumption a year, based on pre­ 
vious years’ tabulations .the flour 
shipm ents total would indicate th at 
about 31,000,000 men, women and 
children were fed with bread and 
breadstuffs from the local produc­ 
tion. 
Totals for 1923 were consider­ 
ably than the 192-2 figures, the mills 
j here running much below capacity 
most of the year. In 1922 60,4lb 
cars containing 17,444,982 barrels 
were shipped. 
The 26 local flour mills have a 
normal capacity of practically 100,- 
000 barrels flour production a day, 
but insufficiency of suitable wheat 
raised in the northw est in recent 
years has curtailed the operations 
of the mills.

Golf has been adopted as a major 
all-year sport for the high schools 
of San Francisco. 
The game will be put on trial for 
a year, but its proponents declare 
it never will be taken from school 
competitions now that it has been 
established. Already several hundred 
high school boys and girls are Play­ 
ing regularly on the many courses 
in and around the city. 
Mike Voyne, athletic coach for the 
Lowell high school, 
declares 
that 
golf is particularly valuable for the 
high schools because both boys and 
girls, no matter of what size or phy­ 
sical strength, can participate. It is 
the first time, according to Voyne, 
that preparatory schools or any in­ 
stitutions have developed a competi­ 
tive sport which permits the entire 
student body to take part. 
“ Unlike baseball, football*, basket­ 
ball and track,” said Voyne, “golf 
has in San Francisco an all-year 
vogue and can be played practically 
every day. It is the one universal 
game. 
The ideal school sport is 
one in which all 
pupils 
aud 
all 
classes can play on some equal foot­ 
ing. In golf even the novices from 
the start get deeply interested in 
the game and derive great benefit.’ 
The first interscholastic golf tour­ 
nament is planned for May, but it 
is expected that future tournaments 
will be'held during the winter, the 
slack season for other sports. Plans 
also are under way for 
an 
inter­ 
school tournament for girls. 
This winter a junior tennis tourn­ 
ament was held in Golden Gate park 
here and more than 3,000 children 
under 16 years of age entered. With

Choosing Choicest Blends 
for Americans 


a N ALL-AMERICAN 
waiter mo 
mentarily turns hit face toward 
• steaming urn and bawls, "Cup o* 
Jara/* or, even more tersely and epi­ 
grammatically, "Draw one!" 
Two minutes later, at a little table 
near 
the 
front 
an 
All-American 
business man smacks his lips, leans 
j genially across the table and 
re­ 
marks: 
"Some coffee, George! 
That's why 
I come here. 
They know how to 
make good coffee*** 
The satisfaction this business man 
derived from his cup of coffee was 
by no means accidental 
It did not 
altogether depend upon the skill of 
the waiter and his co-workers in that 
particular restaurant 
Back of it all 
was a dignified group of professional 
men, a little second floor room, and 
a circular table filled with cups of 
aromatic brews. 
An Odd Profession 
Yes! 
Coffee tasters are profession 
a1 men. With the departure of wine 
tasting, the profession of coffee last 
lng is probably as highly specialized 
a calling as exists. It is not only the 
business of the coffee taster to know 
the peculiar characteristics of the eof 
fee bean, whatever the land of its 
nativity; not only to know the stand 
ard classification, or scale, of tastes. 
as applied to coffee; not only to know 
the effect, in taste, of combining cof­ 
fee beans of any particular quality 
or kind with those of any other qual­ 
ity or kind; but, most important of 
•ll, to know whajt Seattle requires. 
in taste and strength, in an after- 
dinner coffee; what the Kansas farm­ 
er expects of his morning brew; what 
the New England housewife thinks 
is good coffee value, and what the 
Atlanta merchant demands to keep 
his middle-class trade happy and con 
tented. 
A real profession! 
And there Isn't 
• university in the country 
that 
teaches it. 
Coffee a Symbol 
Coffee, most emphatically, is not 
fast a drink. It is a symbol. It makes 
the day, or breaks IL 
How many 
family quarrels have been started by 
a poorly brewed cup of coffee! 
How- 
much optimism has been radiated by 
the right coffee, rightly made! 
So a considerable load rests upon 
the shoulders of these coffee tasters 
as they gather around their cups to 
decide which blend shall be accepted 
by them for coffee-loving Americans, 
and which shall n o t 
Around them 
the streams of green coffee from all 
the tropical ports of th© world con­ 
verge; and they, In turn, direct the 
•tream s 
of 
roasted 
coffee 
which 


spread out over the breakfast tables 
of America—which drinks more cof­ 
fee than all the rest of the world 
combined. 
The expert coffee taster requires 
quite an outfit for his ritual. 
An 
electric coffee roaster; an electric eof 
fee mill; a gas stove and teakettle; 
a cabinet of trays, spoons, cups with­ 
out handles, and most noticeable of 
all a circular table tour or five feet 
across, with revolving top with a 
four or five inch rim lower than the 
re st These axe the tools of the cof­ 
fee taster. 
The Coffee Bean 
The taster roasts his own coffee. 
He must be sure that it is done just 
right 
Samples of the various roasts 
are chosen and ground carefully— 
right there. 
A coffee bean is built 
like a tiny sponge, made up of cells 
contaiiiing 
fragrant, 
aromatic 
oils, 
with partitions between tne cells. 
These oils give coffee its flavor and 
strength and goodness. 
The cells 
must be opened if the oils are ta 
be released, so the tasters grind the 
beans as fine as granulated sugar— 
sometimes 
as 
fine 
as 
cornmeal. 
Coarse grinding means wasted cof­ 
fee. 
The side of the grinder is al­ 
ways banged sharply with the hand 
so that it will be perfectly empty for 
the next grinding. 
And 
then 
the ground 
coffee 
is 
weighed. 
Very carefully! 
The test­ 
ing 
must 
be 
accurate. 
Enough 
grounds are put on one side of deli­ 
cate scales to balance the new buf­ 
falo nickel on the other side—that is 
the standard of the taster. 
The Tester at Work 
The coffee is placed in a testing 
cup. 
Enough freshly boiled water is 
poured in to just about fill the cup. 
The water must be freshly bolled, 
then taken off the stove, so that when 
it is poured it will be just below' the 
boiling point 
This is in order that 
jail the aromatic qualities of the cof- 
| fee may be extracted. 
Other cups 
| around the revolving table are treat­ 
ed in the same way—with other sam* 
I pies of coffee. 
And then the coffee 
| taster chooses his chair and is ready 
j for his professional duty.

The roasts in the United States are 
the light, cinnamon, medium, high, 
city, full city.

natural oil appears on the surface. 
In the Italian, it is roasted to the 
point of actual charring, so that it 
can be easily powdered.

hundred more cups of coffee yearly 
than before prohibition. 
With the 
banishing of more potent beverages' 
coffee has become the universal drink 
—a drink to accompany the meal or 
the odd-hour snack. In addition, the 
mid afternoon cup of coffee is a more 
common bracer for the business man's 
zero hour, from four to five. The old- 
time coffee house, in modernized guise, 
is reappearing as a center of refresh­ 
ment and good fellowship, both during 
the day and in the evening. 
Your average American—whoever he 
may be—is now drinking 500 cups of 
coffee a year, requiring over twelve 
pounds of beans for its preparation. In 
1913 
eight pounds of coffee were 
enough. 
It must be remembered that 
in figuring the average all the babies 
were counted, so somebody or other 
must be getting more than *his 500 
cups. Lucky fellow! 
Practically all Americans take sugar 
and cream with their coffee, making it 
a real food as well as refreshment 
beverage. 
It is to be noted that in 
doing so they are following the real 
Oriental custom. 
The service in the 
coffee houses of Constantinople and 
_Meeca commonly includes cream and 
sugar already mixed in the cup. 
Racial tastes differ in many things, 
even in coffee.
